The trial of William H. Thompsoo, 
charged with breaking the screen law, 
began at city bail this morning, the 
other trial having resulted In failure 
of the )ur? to agree. 
There was a small crowd present 
when May or Gilbert looked over the 
audience and wondered why all the 
interested parties had not arrived, so 
be could begin on time. 
William G. 
Huckle, Grant McKinnon and Alex 
My ler were there as witnesses for the 
prosecution, while the list for the de­ 
fense showed .Samuel Bridge, George 
Wilhelm, 
William 
Barker, 
Frank 
Rigby , Collin Kinsey . T. O. Timmons, 
Chief W’y man. Oftlcer Fiarl, Offlcer 
Jennings, Charles Reark and Peter 
Canne. There was more delay and 
the may or was growing impatient 
when there came to him some evi­ 
dences th at the trial would soon begin. 
The crowd did not show the usual 
interest, and the trial gave promise of 
being any thing but a spicy ooe. 
In the selection of the jury there 
was some trouble. 
Doc Anderson was 
ex cused by the prosecution, when Mr. 
Brookes objected to the whole lot 
on 
the 
ground 
th a t 
they 
had not been 
legally summoned. 
The law, he said, provides th a t each 
councilman shall select the names of 
30 persons, and these names on separ­ 
ate pieces of paper. 
‘‘I t Is concluded 
th a t they were not on separate pieces 
of paper.”

Frank Sebring 
was summoned but John McVay was 
allowed to go. James Norris did not 
And favor in the ey es of the powers, 
and it was found th a t Mr. Sebring 
was a relative of a witness.

Martin was ex cused because be is 
a tenant of Mr. Clark. 
Frank Crook 
was not held fur dutv because he was 
unwell, and Thomas Morran was or 
dered in line. George Wilhelm and 
Frank Rigby were found to be absent 
when the witnesses 
were 
called, 
and 
an 
offlcer 
was 
sent 
fur 
the former, 
Rigby being ex cused 
because of Illness in his family . 
The attorney s then addressed the jury 
on the case, Mr. Brookes making 
lengthy speech. 
Detective Huckle 
was called to the stand and the trial 
began. 
After telling the jury th at he had 
been brre four months and knew that 
Thompson was a saloon keeper, he 
said be was walking through the alley 
with Grant McKinnon when be saw 
the saloon was closed, and it was im­ 
possible to see in. There was a light 
in the saloon. He said th a t they were 
a t other places th a t night, but ha\e 
filed no charges ex cept in one instance. 
Mr. Clark asked the witness why be 
bad brought Ibis case instead of others, 
as Mr. Brookes seemed to think he 
was on trial. Mr. Brookes objected to 
the question, and Huckle didn’t tell. 
On cross ex amination he said: 
“Yes, Thompson is the first saloon 
keeper against whom I made com­ 
plaint. 
1 have banded in one other 
complaint. 
I selected Thompson on 
account of the disreputable character 
of bis house. There is a place called 
Oaklaboma downstairs Id Thompson’s 
place. 
We 
couldn’t 
hear 
any ­ 
thing disreputable 
because 
there 
is a brick wall to bear through. 
I t is none of y our business how we 
walked back. It didn’t occur to us to 
get up on the s» *p ” The witness 
then asked the may or to protect him 
against the billingsgate of Attorney 
Brix ikes or he would protect himself. 
“1 was boro here and have known 
Thompson as a saloon-keeper for sev­ 
eral y ears” said Grant McKinnon. 
“ On the date in question we start« d 
from the Diamond, and found the 
screens at Thompson’s saloon cli^ d. 
We walked up to the window, and saw 
there was no question about the cur­ 
tains being closed. 1 bavn’t been 
through the alley for several weeks.” 
“I went at the request of Huckle.” 
said the witness in response to Mr. 
Brookes, "and we were looking 
for 
people who were viulatlog the screen 
ordinance, hut I don’t khow bow many 
•aloooa were ioapectod. TtMre waa 


another party with us. Thompson’s 
WM not the last place at which we 
stopped. 
I haven’t got a bit of feel­ 
ing in this case, but I never have 
an? 
use 
for 
a 
saloon 
keeper. 
I told Charles Reark after the grand 
jury met th a t Mr. Thompson would 
have to quit that business or we 
would break It up. 
I never got a 
mfnur to go to ThorajMion’s saloon.” 
“ 1 have been In Thompson’s sa­ 
loon for eight months,” said Alex . 
Mvler, the bartender, “and 
1 left the 
curtains as they were alway s. 
I don’t 
know th a t I had any conversation 
with m? brother Page about the mat­ 
ter. 
1 never said th a t was the first 
and only nigbt I knew of the curtain 
being drawn.” 
The prosecution rested with this 
witness, and George Wilhelm testified 
as in the other trial. Charles Reark 
was put on the stand, and said: “ I 
talked with Grant McKinnon about 
the prosecution of saloon-keepers after 
the last grand jury , and he said it 
wouldn’t be the last time we would 
bear from Thompson if he kept In the 
same business.” 
T. O. Timmons was about to testify 
but Mr. Clark objected until Thomp­ 
son was sworn, and then the defend 
ant was put on the stand. 
He said 
“The curtains have never been moved 
an inch. 
1 put them there to con 
form with the law. 
I never moved 
them because I thought I was con 
forming with the law.’’ 
“ 1 stood on the stone step and looked 
over the curtain into the saloon, 
man might have been ly ing on the 
shelf, 1 couldn’t have seen him,” said 
T. O. Timmons, 
Samuel Bridge described how the cur 
tains were hung, and said they could 
be moved from each end. Offlcer Karl 
said he passed the place often when 
on dutv, and alway s looked for viola­ 
tions of the law. 
He sUsid on the 
step and looked in the sahsin. 
In re 
sponse to the question of Mr. Clark if 
be had any feeling against Huckle, he 
said: 
“ I haven’t. 
I consider I havi 
done my duty . 
If Mr. Huckle can do 
it any better be is at liberty to do so. 
I have heard about the Oaklaboma 
bar, but never saw It. 
I have beard 
it was in the cellar.” 
Collin Kinsay said be sometimes 
looked for violations of the law, and 
be could see into Thompson’s saloon 
by looking over the curtains. Offlcer 
Jennings said he alway s looked for 
violations of the law. and as a rule en­ 
deavored 
to 
look Into 
all 
the 
saloons. Frank Rigby said it was 
possible to look Into the saloon over 
the curtains. 
He did not know any ­ 
thing about Oaklaboma. 
William 
Barker said it was no inconvenience 
to look into the saloon, Chief Wy man 
said he could see in tlie saloon from 
the step, and the defense closed. 
Be­ 
fore the arguments began May or Gil 
bert asked them to keep within the 
bounds of the case and not play with 
personalities. 
The arguments were 
lung and the case did not go to the 
jury until late in the afternoon.

These petitions have been circulated 
all over the state, and it is ex pected 
th a t there will be hundreds of thous­ 
ands of names to them. 
The y oung 
pef.ple’s societies of 
the different

portunlty to do effective work in the 
cause of good cilizeoshlp, in which 
they are so much Interested. 
It. is 
earnestly hoped th a t those who have 
charge of these petitions In our city 
will do all they can during this week 
to have them signed by as many as 
possible. Gertaloly our city , that has 
declared at least three times, by the 
vote of the people, th a t we are oji- 
posed to the saloon, should not only 
be well represented in the conven­ 
tion, but should send up such a peti­ 
tion th at our legislators cannot mis­ 
take what we desire lo this matter. 
Will the different churches and y oung 
people’s societies to which the peti­ 
tions have been given please see that 
tbey are circulated and returned to me 
by Monday , Jan. 20?

Myler were there as witnesses for the 
prosecution, while the list for the de­ 
fense showed Samuel Bridge, George

Frank 
Rigby, Collin Kinsey. T. O. Timmons, 
Chief Wyman, Officer Earl, Officer 
Jennings, Charles Reark and Peter 
Canne. There was more delay and 
the mayor was growing Im patient 
when there came to bim some evi 
dences th a t the trial would soon begin 
The crowd did not show the usual 
Interest, and the trial gave promise of 
being anything but a spicy one. 
In the selection of the jury there 
was some trouble. 
Doc Anderson was 
excused by the prosecution, when Mr.

gov ernment, gathering up the lies

there was such a stdr as the country 
had nev er before k nown. People came 
flock ing from ev ery part of the Re 
public, each man with lit» gun and 
cartridge belt, and Doctor Jameson

The most Important 
battle was fought at Majuba, when 
the English regular* were mowed 
wn tty tin-deadly fire of the Boe 
In such numbers as to Inflict severe 
Ins* aud defeat. The war lasted more 
than four years and cost England 
treaso n 
and 
blood, 
with 
little 
g ained. Other European nations had 
hem watching the unequal contest, 
and at length compelled England to 
make peace. She did not gobble all 
tlie 
territory her 
ministers wire 
after, hut she established the threat­ 
ened 
communication 
between the 
north and the south. lo a measure, 
ll was a victory for the Boers, and 
they never tire of singing the praises 
of their favorite hemes of the war. 
For many years there has existed the 
South African company, 
a power 
ful 
organization. 
I t 
has 
long 
wanted control In the Republic, and 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes has been the most 
ambitious. 
A few month* ago hi* 
plans were beginning to ripen. 
D ic 
tor Jameson, a medical man of an ad­ 
vent urous term, who ha* been a resi­ 
dent of South Africa for over 20 years 
aud who wou fame not alone In his 
profession but as a bold* 
Intrepid 
spirit, was placed at. the head of 500 
well armed men. They were lo march 
Into the .Transvaal, overthrow the 
government, and capture what ad­ 
vantages they could for the company. 
The doctor moved like a ghost In the 
night; hut the Boers are ever watch­ 
ful. and when It became known that 
Hie English had crossed the border 
for the purpose of destroying their 
government, gathering up the best 
and 
most 
advantageous positions, 
there was such a stir as the country 
had never before known. People came 
Socking from every part of the Re­ 
public, each man with his gun and 
cartridge belt, and Ikictor Jameson 
met a circumstance upon which he 
had not counted, and although he met 
the Boers 
with 
his 
full 
force, 
and 
tired 
bis 
followers 
by hi* 
own personal bravery, he could not 
withstand the ooslaughtsof the patri­ 
ots. 
They 
defeated 
the 
doctor, 
and dispersed his force.he being taken 
emptive. 
While this was going on the 
English were denying th at they knew 
anything of it, but the story would 
not satisfy the diplomate of Europe. 
They knew the British were only 
waiting

openly expressed. The young German 
emperor wa* the only sovereign to ex­ 
press his sentiments In so many words, 
but he broke out In a denouociatlou 
of the English, aud said he would sup­ 
port the Boer*. The war spirit at 
once tired England, aud preparations 
for sending fleets to Africa or the 
German coast were at once commenced

paper prints a letter from Clara Barton

to act came from the missionary board# 
of Constantinople.

Miss Barton declares that that govern 
ment is not antagonistic to the Red 
Cross as such, but objects to the distri­ 
bution of foreign relief on entirely dif­ 
ferent grounds, neither in its powei 
nor that of the society to control.

adds that any statement that the Red 
Cross is aggressive aud intends to ad 
in spite of the prohibition is entirely 
incorrect aud unfounded.
